The Olden Time. 

On the third day of April 1848, juet 
43 years sgn the 8d dev of thi* month 
myself end mv three trsvelirg coil- 
paninns, started on • jetirney to North 
Carolina. We traveled t.n horecbec , 
each of tie were provided with an ov- 
•rcoet, *u umbrella and a pair of ietti 
er saddle bags. not <j ui t e so large but 
eery much ike a pair of .No. 8 United 
Nate* Mail Iisg». 

I remember that we paaaed up 
through Fredonia and rrinceton aud 
stayed all night In llopk.narille, pa-s 
ed on through Tientou. Key. burg. 
Croaa Plains on to Ualalintown. stnv- 1 
ed all night nt Castlliion Bptitigs, 
crossed liie Cumberland river at far 
thage croa«ed the Caueylerk at Trous- 
dale'* Ferry, went up the ridge or 
mountain by officers Turnpike gat*, 
took the old Emory road by Mont- 
gomery on to Knoxville East Teanes- 
eee, went op the French Itroad Hirer, 
pasted Dandrldge aud Newport, cros- 
sed the line between Tennessee a>-d 
North Carolina at the Taint Hock, 
went by the Warm Spring on to Ash 
ville in Buncombe county, crossed the 
Blue liidge at tbc H ekory Nat Gap. 

At Rutherfordton two ot otir com- 
pany took the read to Haltigh, while 
myeclfand the other nue went by the 
way Llncolmou t« Charlotte iu Sleek 
llubnrg cou.'ly between Elnceliitoii 
and Charlotte, we forded the Catawbr 
Hi vc j at the famous Tuckasego Ford. 
The Catawba is a wide and rapid 
stream, bnt not very deep. The tirst 
tiling that that attracted our attention 
when we ,-ome In sight of Charlotte, 
waa the United States Mint, which has 
since been burnt dawn and rebuilt. 

Charlotte te noted as being the place 
where the good people of Mcckling- 
bnrg county met in convention on the 
10th of May, 1 775, and declared them* 
selves free and lndepen lent and adop- 
ted the fainons Mecklingburg Resolu- 
tions. The good people of Mcckling 
burg county celebrated the 20th day 
nf May as their Independent day, 
even down to the present time. The 
greatest military display that ever 1 
witnessed In my lifo was ou thelWvb 
dsy of May, 18-13. 

In time of the Revolutionary 'far, 
Charlotte wasoeenpiol tor u short 
time by Lord Cornwallis and his ar- 
my, when they left '.her set the yillspe 
•n Are and burnt it to ashes. 

From a memorandum that I kept 1 
made the distance from here to Char 
lotto, Merkiiugbnrg county, N. C., te 
he 527 miles, this distance we trarelid 
in sixteen days however, we arrived 
In Charlotte the sixteenth dav, aboi-l 
12 o'clock. This distance could now 
be traveled iu about so many hours.
